THE RISE OF THE BATHTUB 


The first bathtub in the United States was installed in Cin- 


cinnati December 20, 1842, by Adam Thompson. It was made 
of mahogany and lined with sheet lead. At a Christmas party 
he exhibited and explained it and four guests later took a plunge. 
{The next day the Cincinnati paper devoted many columns to the 
new invention and it gave rise to violent controversy. 


Some papers designated it as an epicurian luxury, others 


called it undemocratic, as it lacked simplicity in its surroundings. 
Medical authorities attacked it as dangerous to health. 


The controversy reached other cities, and in more than one 


place medical opposition was reflected in legislation. In 184;; 
the Philadelphia Common Council considered an ordinance pro- 
hibiting bathing between November 1 and March 15, and this 
ordinance failed of passage by but two votes. 


During the -same year the Legislature of Virginia laid a tax 


of $30 a year on all bathtubs that might be set up. In Hartford, 
Providence, Charleston and Wilmington special and very heavy 
water rates were laid on persons who had bathtubs. Boston in 
1845 made bathing unlawful except on medical advice, but the 
ordinance was never enforced and in 1862 it was repealed. 


President Millard Fillmore gave the bathtub recognition and 


respectability. While Vice President he visited 
Cincinnati in 


1850 on a stumping tour and inspected the original bathtub and 
used it. Experiencing no ill effects he became an ardent advo- 
cate, and on becoming President he had a tub installed in the 
.White House. The Secretary of War invited bids for the instal- 
lation. JThis tub continued to be the one in use until the fast 
Cleveland Administration.—The Woman Citizen.

FAVORS SMALL REGULAR ARMY 


National Organization Supplemented 


by Large Citizen Army U Ideal 


Sought by Legion. 


A smal! regular army supplemented 


by a large citizen army is the ideal 
sought in the American Legion Army 
Reorganization bill (Semite Bill HTO'-i) 
to Die which the support of the legion 
Is pledged through Its national legis- 
lative committee in accordance with 
resolutions adopted at the Minneapo- 
lis convention. 


The provisions of the bill may be 


summarized as follows: 


The large citizen army would be ' 


composed of all young men between 
the ages of eighteen and twenty-one, 
who would take a four-months' course 
In intensive training—vocational, e<l- i 
ucatlonal iiml military. 


Veterans of the war would not be 


called upon to serve these four months 
or to take any other training, although 
provisions probably would be made 
to accept veterans who volunteered to 
assist in the training program. 


Young men could elect, if they so de- 


sired, 
to 
substitute 
for 
the 
four 


months of intensive training nn en- 
listment of three yours In the National 
Guard. 
This National Cuard service 


would lie under rules specified by the 
federal guv'enmient requiring weekly 
drills nnd certain standards of pro- 
ficiency. 


The training proposed would not In- j 


ten'ere unduly with the regular oc- 
cupations of the young men enrolled 
because there would he both winter 
and summer period.'? of which they 
could make their choice. This would 
enable the youth wurkuig 0:1 a north- 
ern farm to select the 


Ing period and lie assigned i'u a train- 
ing camp In the south. In any event, 
he would be away from home a com- 
paratively short time nnd he would 
not be absent during the harvest sea- 
son. 


Furthermore, young men would be 


placed in training according to the 
service for which they are best suited. 
For example, negro youths of the 
south, who had not gone far in school- 
ing might be enrolled in labor battal- 
ions. In these they would acquire the 
rudiments of drill, but, more, impor- 
tant, would learn habits of right liv- 
ing.

LEGION NOT MILITARY BODY 


Aims 
and Objects of Organization 


Made Clear by Lemuel Bolle*, 


National Adjutant. 


Xumerons reports received from all 


parts of the country at National head 
guarters of the American Legion, show 
that there Is n misunderstanding on 
the part of many regarding the or- 
ganisation, and particularly with re- 
gard to its purpose along military 
lines. 


This, misunderstanding has resulted 


In the issuing of the following state- 
ment, by Lemuel Holies, national ad- 
jutant: 


"It has been brought to my notice 


on several occasions that there Is a 
belief on the part of many that the 
American Legion Is a military organ- 
ization. 
Of course It is not. The 


American Legion is n civilian organi- 
zation and membership does not affect 
or Increase liability for military, or 
police service. 
We maintain our civil- 


ian status and our military obligations 
are the same as those of all other cit- 
izens. 


"The organization has Interested It- 


self actively in the military policy of 
the country, not because we are n mil- 
itary organization but because we are 
oble from the Inside to detect certain 
mistakes and weaknesses in the mili- 
tary organization as now established. 
Our work in this direction Is but an 
effort on the part of patriotic citi- 
zens to serve their country along lines 
in which they feel they tire specially 
prepared to speak Intelligently. 


"The military policy of the Amer- 


ican Legion was determined at the 
Minneapolis convention and has been 
clearly denned by the military policy 
committee there appointed. 


"The American Legion Is fn favor 


of universal military training, but the 
natlori'al convention of the American 
Legion also provided, as n condition 
precedent thereto and as an essential 
safeguard thereof, for civilian control. 
The convention recognized the fact 
that a thorough housecleaninc and 
elimination of the inefficient officers 
and methods of our 'entire military 
establishment was necessary and also 
favored equality of obligation and op- 
portunity for all American citizens, 
ami adequate protection against an 
enlarged or stronger military caste. 


"While the convention favored the 


policy of universal military training, 
at the same time a stand was taken 
against compulsory military service in 
time of peace. The American Legion 
favors n national military and naval 
system based on universal military ob- 
ligations to include a relatively smal. 
regular nrmy and navy and a citizen 
army and navy capable of rapid ex- 
pansion sufficient to meet any national 
emergency on a plan which will pro- 
vide 
competitive 
and 
progressive 


training for all officers, both of the 
regular army and navy nnd of the citi- 
zen forces. 


"But our military obligations are the 


same as those of all other citizens— 
the same as the obligations of any of 
the many fraternal organizations In 
the country." 


Much Proposed Legislation. 


So many Ideas have developed In 


congress as to what should be done for 
the former service man, that Senator 
Robinson of Kansas has proposed the 
appointment of a special joint commit- 
tee to keep tab on proposed legislation 
of that nature.

THE RISE OF THE BATHTUB 


The first bathtub in the United States was installed in Cin- 


cinnati December 20, 1842, by Adam Thompson. It was made 
of mahogany and lined with sheet lead. At a Christmas party 
he exhibited and explained it and four guests later took a plunge. 
{The next day the Cincinnati paper devoted many columns to the 
new invention and it gave rise to violent controversy. 


Some papers designated it as an epicurian luxury, others 


called it undemocratic, as it lacked simplicity in its surroundings. 
Medical authorities attacked it as dangerous to health. 


The controversy reached other cities, and in more than one 


place medical opposition was reflected in legislation. In 184;; 
the Philadelphia Common Council considered an ordinance pro- 
hibiting bathing between November 1 and March 15, and this 
ordinance failed of passage by but two votes. 


During the -same year the Legislature of Virginia laid a tax 


of $30 a year on all bathtubs that might be set up. In Hartford, 
Providence, Charleston and Wilmington special and very heavy 
water rates were laid on persons who had bathtubs. Boston in 
1845 made bathing unlawful except on medical advice, but the 
ordinance was never enforced and in 1862 it was repealed. 


President Millard Fillmore gave the bathtub recognition and 


respectability. While Vice President he visited 
Cincinnati in 


1850 on a stumping tour and inspected the original bathtub and 
used it. Experiencing no ill effects he became an ardent advo- 
cate, and on becoming President he had a tub installed in the 
.White House. The Secretary of War invited bids for the instal- 
lation. JThis tub continued to be the one in use until the fast 
Cleveland Administration.—The Woman Citizen.

LEGION NOT MILITARY BODY 


Aims and Objects of Organization 


Made Clear by Lemuel Bolle*, 


National Adjutant. 


Xumerons reports received from all 


ports of the country at National liead- 
<jii.ii tris of tlio American Legion, show 
tliut tlipre Is n im:>unders,taiiding on 
tlic pint of many ivgmdmg the or- 
gmil/alion, and particularly with re- 
gaui to its puiposo along militaiy 
lilies. 


This misunderstanding has resulted 


in the Issuing of the following state- 
ment, by Lemuel Holies, national ad- 
jutant: 


"It has been brought to my notice 


on several occasions that there Is a 
belief on the part of ninny that the 
American Legion Is a military organ- 
ization. 
Of course It is not. The 


Ameiican Legion is n Chilian organi- 
zation and mcmiljership does not affect 
or Inn ease liability for military or 
police service. We maintain our civil- 
ian status and our military obligations 
uie the same as those of all other cit- 
izens. 


"The organization has Interested It- 


self actively in the military policy of 
the country, not because we are a mil- 
itary organization but because we are 
oble from the inside to detect certain 
mistakes and weaknesses in the mili- 
tary organization as now established. 
Our work in this direction is but an 
effort on the part of patriotic citi- 
zens to serve their country along lines 
in which they fool they tire specially 
prepared to speak Intelligently. 


"The military policy of the Amer- 


ican Legion was determined at the 
Minneapolis convention and has been 
clearly defined by the military policy 
committee there appointed. 


"The American Legion is fn favor 


of universal military training, but the 
national convention of the American 
Legion also piovirted, as n condition 
precedent thereto and as an essential 
.safeguard thereof, for civilian control. 
The convention recognized the fact 
that a thorough housecle.ininc nnd 
elimination of the inefficient officers, 
and methods of our entire military 
establishment was necessary and also 
favored equality of obligation and op- 
portunity for all Auieilcan citizens, 
and adequate protection against an 
enlarged or stronger military caste. 


"Wlnle the convention favored the 


polic> of unlveisal military training, 
at the same time a stand was taken 
against compulsory military somee in 
time of peace. The American Legion 
favors n national military and naval 
system based on universal military ob- 
ligations to include a relatively smal. 
regular nrmy and navy and a citizen 
army and navy capable of rapid ex- 
pansion sufficient to meet any national 
emergency on a plan which will pro- 
vide 
competitive 
and 
progressive 


training for all officers, both of the 
regular army and navy nnd of the eiti- 
?en forces. 


"But our military obligations are the 


same as those of all other citizens—- 
the same as the obligations of any of 
the many fraternal organizations in 
the country." 


Much Proposed Legislation.

congress as to what should be done for 
the former service man, that Senator 
Robinson of Kansas has proposed the 
appointment of a special joint commit- 
tee to keep tab on proposed legislation 
of that nature. Some 1,300 measures 
relating to insurance 
compensation, 


>nek pay, bonuses, liomesteadmg priv- 
ileges, home buying schemes, proposed 
loans and many other matters of in- 
terest to those who served with the 
colois, have been Introduced In the 
present congress and referred to vari- 
ous committees. 
The average Is al- 


most three bills per member for both 
bouses. Senator Robinson would have 
three men from the house and thjee 
from Hie senate appointed to sift the 
wheat from the chaff In all such leg- 
islation.
